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Proposed $60,000 exten- 
sions to the Altona Hospital in 
Queen Street could be delayed 
by up to 12 months, according 
to manager Mr. Peter Dwyer. 


Mr. Dwyer said yesterday that 
although the Hospitals and Charities 
Commission had approved the exten- 
sions, a Government grant of $30,000 

- would not be forthcoming until the 
1971-72 financial year. 


Work on the proposed extensions is 
estimated to cost $53,000 with an- 
other $7000 for furnishings. 


The hospital’s 
share of the total 
‘cost is $30,000 of 
which $21,000 has 
already been raised. 


Mr. Dwyer said negotia- 
tions were going on at 
present to determine ex- 
actly when the Govern- 
ment grant would be 
available. : 

*“*We have enough 
‘money in hand to start 
work next year,” he said, 
“depending on when the 
grant becomes available.” 


In outlining the new ex- 
tensions, Mr. Dwyer said 
the 2i-bed capacity of the 
hospital would not be in- 
ereased, but many more 
facilities would be made 
available. 

The extensions include: 


* Two new labor wards 
in mid-wifery. 


© A new nursery. 


A new premature baby 
nursery. 

Alterations to the oper- 
ating theatre to in- 
crease its size. 


A new steriliser valued 


The delay in the start of 
the extensions is a body- 
blow to the people who 
have worked behind the 
scenes in raising money. 

It also means that any 
plans for a new hospital 
to be built on a five-acre 
block at the corner of 
Millers and Blackshaws 
Roads would be very pre-; 
mature at this stage. 

Mr. Dwyer said the 
commission has advised 
the hospital committee a 
new hospital is planned 
for the Sunshine-Altona
